Arrests shed light 
on airport security

AMSTERDAM The two men arrested at 
Schiphol International Airport in the Neth- 
erlands are being held on suspicion of plot- 
ting a terrorist act, Dutch authorities said 
Tuesday: 

Both men, Ahmed Mohamed Nasser al 
Soofi and Hezam al Murisi, are Yemeni citi- 
zens who were en route to the Tfemeni capital 
of Sanaa from Chicago. 

They were arrested Monday morning 
and authorities continued to question them 
Tuesday Dutch prosecutors told CNN. 

Al Soofi flew from Birmingham, Ala., to 
Chicago while al Murisi started in Memphis, 
Tenn. They were supposed to transfer to a 
flight to Washington Dulles International 
Airport and from there on to Dubai, a U.S. 
official said. 

However, they missed the plane in Chi- 
cago and were rebooked on the same flight 
to Amsterdam, according to another U.S. 
official. Al Soofi’s luggage made it to Dulles 
but was pulled from the Dubai-bound flight 
before it took off, the official said. 

‘As far as we know security has not been 
jeopardized,” a spokeswoman with the 
Dutch counter-terrorism agency NCTb said. 

She said Dutch authorities were in contact 
with the U.S. and the matter was being taken 
very seriously Many details still needed to be 
clarified, she said. 

Edwin Bakker, head of the security and 
conflict program of the Netherlands Insti- 
tute of International Relations, said the com- 
bination of factors, including the luggage and 
the money was very suspicious and could in- 
dicate it had been a test run. 

“If this is a dry run, it is always bad news 
... but it’s good to see that counter-terrorism 
measures appear to work,” he said. “This 
looks like a very controlled operation and 
that authorities were very alert.” 

Klaas-Arjen Krikke, a lawyer representing 
one of the men, criticized the information 
being released about the incident. 

“My client has already been condemned by 
a large section of the public via the media,” 
Krikke told agency ANP.

As U.S. officials announced that two Ye- 
meni men arrested in Amsterdam after a 
flight from O’Hare will not be charged in 
this country experts said the case exposed 
both strengths and weaknesses of U.S. avia- 
tion security 

U.S. Homeland Security officials— who 
allowed the men to fly despite suspicious 
circumstances— concluded that the sys- 
tem worked properly Baggage containing 
strange items was scrutinized, and the two 
men were monitored as they continued 
their trips, officials said. 

But counter-terrorism experts said U.S. 
authorities, unable to sort out exactly what 
they had on their hands, should have taken 
more time in their searches of the men, one 
of whom was in this country on an expired 
visa, a law enforcement source said. That in 
itself would be a crime. 

Officials in the Netherlands raised con- 
cerns among experts and officials about the 
handling of the travelers after it was dis- 


closed that they arrested the two men, who 
were ultimately bound for Temen, when 
their United Airlines plane landed Monday 
at Schiphol Airport in Amsterdam. 

“The men are held in custody on suspi- 
cion of a conspiracy to a terrorist criminal 
act,” Dutch authorities said in a state- 
ment regarding Ahmed Mohamed Nasser 
al Soofi, a legal permanent resident of the 
U.S. who has a Detroit address, and Hezam 
al Murisi, who was in the U.S. on a visa that 
reportedly had expired. 

The men, who are Temeni citizens, did 
not appear to know each other, “but that’s 
part of the ongoing investigation,” a U.S. 
official said. 

It all started Sunday when bundles of 
wristwatches and cell phones stuffed in- 
side al Soofi’s suitcase— a combination that 
could be used to simulate a bomb— were 
spotted by airport screeners working for 
the Transportation Security Administra- 
tion in Birmingham, Ala. 

Other potential red flags were evident, 


including a cell phone taped to a Pepto- 
Bismol bottle inside the luggage, $7,000 
in cash that al Soofi was carrying and a fi- 
nal destination that is a terrorist breeding 
ground. Top U.S. officials have repeatedly 
warned in recent months about the danger 
of al-Qaida-linked militants in Yemen. 

Some U.S. officials seemed to throw cold 
water on the notion that the case this week 
was a dry run for a terror plot. But another 
official said the case involved too many 
coincidences for it not to raise suspicions, 
and noted that the 9/11 terror plotters had 
made several prior test runs of the flights 
they took on the day of the attack. 

By early Tuesday evening, though, a U.S. 
official said: “The bottom line for us is they 
don’t have any charges here. We’ve told the 
Dutch that we don’t see anything deroga- 
tory on these individuals’ records or about 
their story so we’re done with it at this 
point, the whole U.S. government. 

“Should further information come to 
light, we obviously can take action then.”

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Daley 

defends 

gang 

meeting

Mayor Daley on Tuesday defended Police 
Supt. Jody Weis’ private meeting with West 
Side gang leaders last month, saying conver- 
sation is worth pursuing if it could save a life. 

“What it is, is the community people get- 
ting together with the police and talking to 
these gangbangers who live in the commu- 
nity,” Daley said. 

The community involvement is important 
because people who have lost loved ones then 
can implore the gang members not to contin- 
ue with violence in the neighborhood, Daley 
said. 

“If you lost a son to gunfire, you’d sit down 
with anyone,” Daley said during a news con- 
ference about technology jobs. 

Daley said Weis did not consult with him 
before the meeting in the Garfield Park Con- 
servatory “This is not grammar school,” the 
mayor said. 

The mayor, who is up for re-election in 
February has been trying to address criticism 
about continued violence on city streets. One 
approach has been to send Weis out for more 
public appearances to talk about crime. 

The meeting took place in mid-August at 
the park, where Weis and representatives of 
federal and local law enforcement agencies 
warned the handful of gang leaders— whom 
Weis said mainly were members of the Trav- 
eling Vice Lords — that they would be held 
responsible if their underlings commit violent 
crimes. 

Federal racketeering statutes will be 
brought to bear against gang leaders if their 
members are involved in shootings, Weis said 
Saturday Police also will crack down hard on 
members of gangs who have outstanding war- 
rants, moving violations or other less serious 
crimes, police said. 

The program is focused on the West Side , 
but police said it will expanded if proves suc- 
cessful there. The effort is patterned after 
similar endeavors to pressure gang leadership 
in Boston, Cincinnati and elsewhere, Daley 
said.

LEASE PLAYS ROLE AS 
ALDERMEN WEIGH DALEY’S 
NEW PRIVATIZATION PUSH

As Mayor Daley looks to narrow the gaping hole in next year’s city 
budget by hiring companies to take over government operations, 
his last major foray into privatization serves as a cautionary tale. 

The city’s 75-year parking meter lease led to soaring rates and 
initial troubles with jammed, broken and error-prone meters that 
angered many drivers. The Daley administration went on to spend 
most of the one-time $1.15 billion payment in just two years. 

Now the city faces a record $655 million shortfall, and the mayor 
is ruling out a pre-election tax hike. So Daley is shopping potential 
deals to private firms to take over recycling, run the signature Taste 
of Chicago festival and fix city vehicles. 

“I think anyone who voted for {the meter lease] is going to have 
a hard time defending themselves, so they are going to look hard 
at these privatization schemes to see if it’s another boondoggle,” 
said Aid. Scott Waguespack (32nd) one of only five aldermen to vote 
against the lease in late 2008. 

Critics of the parking lease said records recently obtained by the 
Tribune offer additional proof that the city would have made far 
more money over time if it had kept the meters, gradually raised 
prices and upgraded parking fee collection equipment on its own. 

When the deal was approved nearly two years ago, city finance 
officials told aldermen the meter system was bringing in about 
$20 million a year. 

But records show meter revenue had risen to nearly $22.6 mil- 
lion in 2007 from $19 million in 2005. That 18.5 percent increase

far outpaced inflation, indicating the meter system was becoming 
more valuable. 

“We could have increased the rates incrementally,” Waguespack 
said. “We could have added more meters and removed the ones that 
weren’t being used. That is what other cities do.” 

The extra money from those steps could have been used to cover 
the cost of the pay boxes since installed by the private operator, Chi- 
cago Parking Meters LLC, Waguespack said. 

The mayor, a national pioneer in government privatization ef- 
forts, maintains that Chicago got a good deal, and city officials say 
critics fail to take into account all the variables. 

“Through this agreement, the city was successful in shifting sig- 
nificant future financial and operating risk to a private operator,”

said Gene Saffold, the city’s chief financial 
officer, citing shifting demand for parking 
spaces, long-term risk and fluctuating op- 
erating costs. 

Officials also attribute the bulk of the 
parking revenue spike in the years before 
the lease to the installation of thousands 
of new meters in gentrifying areas and 
some rate increases in the downtown area.

American 
Indian tribe 
joins carp suit

An American Indian tribe based in north- 
ern Michigan requested permission Tues- 
day to join a lawsuit demanding stronger 
action to prevent Asian carp from infest- 
ing the Great Lakes. 

The Grand Traverse Band of Ottawa 
and Chippewa Indians said it fears that 
five states suing the federal government 
and Chicago officials over the carp is- 
sue will not devote enough attention to 
the tribe’s interests— particularly fishing 
rights provided under an 1836 treaty 

In a brief filed in U.S. District Court 
for northern Illinois, the tribe contended 
those rights are “paramount” to the eco- 
nomic needs of Chicago-area businesses 
that favor continued operation of naviga- 
tional locks and gates through which the 
carp could gain access to the lakes. 

A lawsuit filed by Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, Minnesota and Pennsylvania ac- 
cuses the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
and the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District of Greater Chicago of creating 
a public nuisance by refusing to close the 
locks and gates. A hearing on the suit re- 
sumes Sept. 7. 



Disaster center in Austin 

State and federal officials are 
opening a disaster recovery center 
in Austin on Wednesday so flood 
victims seeking aid can meet with 
disaster recovery specialists.

WASHINGTON President Obama 
marked the end of America’s com- 
bat mission in Iraq with an Oval Office 
speech Tuesday night, acknowledging the 
“huge price” paid and ushering in a new 
era in which a reduced U.S. military force 
will let Iraqis take the lead role in building 
a democratic society 

In a noteworthy concession to his do- 
mestic political predicament, Obama de- 
voted part of the prime-time speech to 
the ailing economy He said the “central 
responsibility” of his presidency would be 
reviving the economy and he blamed mas- 
sive wartime spending for rising deficits. 


GOING FORWARD 

A total of 50,000 U.S. troops will remain in 
Iraq for more than another year. President 
Obama said he will meet a pledge forged 
by the Bush administration to withdraw all 
forces by the end of next year. 


“Our most urgent task is to restore our 
economy and put the millions of Ameri- 
cans who have lost their jobs back to 
work,” Obama said. 

Obama praised the i million American 
troops who served in a seven-year war that 
he had opposed as a U.S. senator. As of this 
moment, the military mission has funda- 


mentally changed, he said. 

“So tonight, I am announcing that the 
American combat mission in Iraq has end- 
ed. Operation Iraqi Freedom is over, and 
the Iraqi people now have lead responsibil- 
ity for the security of their country” he said. 

He added that the U.S. “has paid a huge 
price to put the future of Iraq in the hands 
of its people. We have sent our young men 
and women to make enormous sacrifices 
in Iraq, and spent vast resources abroad at 
a time of tight budgets at home.” 

The toll is substantial: More than 4,400 
U.S. soldiers died, and 30,000 were wound- 
ed. Thousands more Iraqis were killed.

Blackhawks introduce new goalie Turco 


With the number he has worn for all of his io 
NHL seasons already hanging from the Unit- 
ed Center rafters, Marty Turco had to make a 
switch after signing with the Blackhawks. 

Considering who made that No. 35 unavail- 
able made the change palatable for the vet- 
eran goaltender. 

“The reason I wore 35 my whole life was all 
due to Tony Esposito,” said Turco, who is from 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, the same home- 
town as legendary net minder Esposito. “The 
chance to play for an Original Six team here in 
Chicago, to be a Blackhawk and to wear the 
same jersey that Tony wore is something that’s 
irreplaceable. It’s an opportunity that I take 
very dearly and Tony is a big part of that.” 

Turco, who will wear No. 30 as the Hawks’ 


starting goaltender when the season begins in 
October, appeared at the United Center on 
Tuesday for a news conference to introduce 
the free agent, who signed a one-year deal. 

The 35-year-old inked a salary cap-friendly 
contract of $1.3 million to take over the reins 
from the departed Antti Niemi in an effort to 
add a Stanley Cup championship to his im- 
pressive resume, which includes 262 career 
victories and a 2.31 goals-against average, sec- 
ond lowest among active NHL goalies. 

“The opportunity to come to Chicago and 
play for a winner was the most important 
thing,” said Turco, who reportedly turned 
down more lucrative offers to join the Hawks. 
“These kids looked like they had some fun last 
year, and I want to be a part of it.”

Although the beer-sausage combo may conjure 
images of European beer halls, Eisler says this rustic, woodsy space will 
be more Wisconsin than Germany when it opens.

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Another Chicago theater test? Yep, and 
this indie newbie could be a keeper 


By Julia Borcherts 

Chicago has theater festivals aplenty So when we heard news of yet 
another celebration joining the circuit, we had to ask: Does the city 
really need another theater festival? 

What makes the five-day Chicago Fringe Festival in Pilsen stand 
out is the very stuff that could earn it a rightful spot on the landscape. 
For starters, there’s no artistic director (i.e. the person who typi- 
cally handles festival programming). Instead, the performers— half 
locals, half out-of-towners— are selected by lottery As it turns out, 
the resulting 46 performances (from about 150 entries) happen to 
span comedy, drama, dance, solo, burlesque and beyond. There’s also 
a strong social element— this isn’t about sitting passively in your seat, 
folks— with nightly after-parties featuring live music, and a be tween- 
performance alfresco hangout for audiences and performers called 
Fringe Central. 

“In some ways it’s more like a street festival than a typical night at 
the theater,” says Sarah Mikayla Brown, 29, a Louisiana transplant 
and fest executive producer. After traveling to fringe fests in 2008 
with the now-defunct Tantalus Theatre Group, Brown says she fell in 
love with the community party vibe she discovered. “We were asking 
ourselves why Chicago didn’t have [a fringe fest},” she told us, “and it 
just struck me: ‘Why not start one here?’ ” Want to check it out for 
yourself? Here’s what you need to know, plus festival highlights.

The verdict: The patient, stylish 
"American” is practically all subtle 
paranoia and little action as Jack’s 
deadly expertise with weapons be- 
comes dwarfed by the residuals of a 
life too long-lived on his own. Neither 
his relationship with Father Benedetto 
(Paolo Bonacelli) nor with Clara rep- 
resents anything more than cliches 
poking their noses into an otherwise 
fluid, coolly restrained story empha- 
sizing feeling over plot. That doesn’t 
make Jack’s moments with Clara less 
hauntingly sexy or his quiet struggle 
any less compelling. 

Did you know? The mark of a true 
professional: Jack does pull-ups and 
push-ups in his room while wearing 
dress pants.

It must be good to be George

Not just because he’s an

Shooting a sex scene with George 
Clooney easily could be an intimidat- 
ing undertaking, but the actor put his 
lovely co-star at ease on the set of “The 
American.” 

When Italian actress Violante Placido 
and Clooney got ready to do the hot 
scene, he let her know “that he didn’t 
do lots of sex scenes,” she told People 
magazine. Placido said she felt that 
helped both of them through the awk- 
wardness of shooting. 

“We had to find a way to make it natu- 
ral and let your body speak somehow,” 
Placido said. “We were very open to one 
another to try and make it work. We just 
said, 'Let’s trust each other,’ and we did. 

I felt like we had to let ourselves go.” 

Watching it now brings up different 
emotions. “I can tell you that watching 
it, I don’t feel as calm as I did when I 
was on set filming it. Just watching it is a 
little like ... wow” 

Because Clooney doesn’t do a lot of 
sex scenes, it is usually something spe- 
cial when he gets romantic on screen. 
Here are a few of his best: 

» Clooney and Vera Farmiga are two 
frequent fliers who get turned on by 
elite status in last year’s “Up in the Air.” 
They have a very enthusiastic romp in a 
hotel room after comparing their most 
prized possessions: their travel club 
cards. “Good call on that towel rack,” he 
tells her as he lies spent and satisfied on 
the floor. 

» Clooney and Jennifer Lopez’s char- 
acters memorably meet up in a hotel 
bar in 1998’s “Out of Sight” and seduce 
each other. The scene of them talking is 
intercut with shots of them later kissing 
and removing their clothes back in her 
room. The scene manages to be sexy, 
funny and sophisticated. 

» In the 2002 movie “Solaris,” Cloo- 
ney is tormented by memories of his 
dead wife, played by the leggy, sad-eyed 
Natascha McElhone. The love scene 
between the two of them before things 
get all weird and confusing on that space 
station is haunting and moody. Cloo- 
ney’s bare butt also is glimpsed.

Wine terminology can be 
very confusing as we try 
to find the right words to 
describe to others what we 
are tasting and experiencing.

Three of the most commonly 
misunderstood words when 
it comes to describing a wine 
are dry, sweet and fruity 
Let’s take a look at the actual 
definition of each word and 
how it can be misinterpreted.

DRY 

Dry refers to a wine where all or most of 
the natural sugars in the grape have been 
fermented into alcohol. When you taste 
the wine, the tip of your tongue will not be 
able to detect any sweetness, but the wine 
may still taste and smell fruit forward. Dry 
commonly is misused to describe a wine 
that is void of any fruit- forward flavors. 
Dry also can be used to describe a wine 
that has been aged in oak or a wine that 
has mouth-puckering tannins. It is best 
to use an actual winery and grape variety 
when trying to relay what you mean by dry 



SWEET 

Sweet refers to the sensation of sweetness on 
the palate. This is caused by residual sugar left; 
in the wine that has not been converted into 
alcohol. The strength of sweetness will depend 
on how much residual sugar is in the wine, 
the level of acidity to balance it out and how 
sensitive the taster is to perceiving sweetness. 
Just as a sip of vodka can taste sweet, a wine 
that is high in alcohol (14.5 percent or more) 
or a fruit-forward wine such as Torrontes or 
New Zealand sauvignon blanc sometimes can 
give the impression of sweetness even though 
there is no residual sugar in the wine.

FRUITY 

Fruity refers to a wine that has 
prominent fruit flavors such as 
tropical mangoes, juicy peaches, 
ripe Bing cherries, etc. Wines that 
can taste fruity but technically are 
dry include pinot noir, chardonnay 
Alsace riesling, zinfandel and pinot 
gris. This is especially true if the 
grapes are grown in a warm climate. 
Some people may shy away from a 
wine described as fruity thinking it 
will be sweet, when in fact the wine 
is technically dry
